Mr W right on W ednesday replaced 
the propellers which he has been us 
lug with another pair, the blades of 
which are six inches longer.

have w itnessed Mr. W right’s flights at 
Fort Myer believe the change of pro­ 
pellers caused the accident. An exam 
liiation of the broken blade showed 
that it had been snapped off at a point 
one-fourth of the distance from the 
hub. A deep indentation in the broken 
piece Indicated that it

some other part of the aeroplane. 
O ctave Chamito, the father of aero­ 
nautics

said th at if the W rights had used hut 
one propeller instead of two the re­ 
sult would have been at least as se 
rious. 
Only Thursday morning Mr. W right 
had been asked what the result would 
he if one of his propellers broke while 
the m achine was in flight. “The other 
propeller would tend to turn the ma 
chine around,” he said, ‘ but I would 
stop the motor and glide to the earth."

Mr. Flint came over from 
New York Thursday to see the flight, 
and was accom panied to Fort Myer 
by Admiral and Mrs. Bronson 
Mr.
